IT  hardly  matters  now  how  any  alderman 
may  have  voted  on  the  administrator 
versus  manager  issue  at  the  City  Hall. 
The  plalftTEfT  Is  that  the  Junior  Chamber 
of  Commerce  has  taken  the  Initiative  under 
the  Municipal  Manager  Act  and  is  circu- 
lating a petition  which  shows  every  sign 
of  succeeding  in  securing  a direct  vote  on  a 
city  managership  at  the  December  8 polls. 
That  will  be  a good  thing  If  It  happens,  be- 
cause only  the  voters  can  say  what  they 
wish  done.  It  is  their  turn  to  say.  The  City 
Council  had  its  chance  and  muffed  II. 

If  the  Chamber's  petition  is  duly  filed, 
and  nothing  appears  more  probable,  the 
City  Council  will  have  the  option  of  with- 
drawing its  director  of  administration  by 
law— which  Is  a negative  gesture  In  any 


event — or  of  allowing  it  to  go  forward  also 
to  the  voters.  Obviously  If  one  favors  a 
city  manager  one  will  vote  that  way  and 
against  the  directorship,  and  vice  versa. 

It  is  a pity  that  there  may  be  two  refer- 
ences to  the  voters  over  the  same  issue,  but 
the  Council  is  responsible  for  that.

In  wartime  accidents  traceable  to  the 
tact  that  the  steering  wheel  was  on  the 
wrong  side  gave  rise  to  a standing  order  for 
army  transport  In  Canada  that  all  right- 
hand  -vehicles  ipust  have  a second,  roan  in 
the^left  seat,  to  make  signals  and  assist  the 
driver  with  directions.  That  order  in  Itself 


is  an  indication  that  the  army  recognized 
the  vehicles  as  a danger;  and  It  U one  that 
has  been  accentuated  by  the  postwar  in- 
crease In  civilian  traffic.  While  helping  to 
minimize  risk,  the  presence  of  a second  man 
does  not  make  right-hand  drive  trucks  as 
safe  to  handle  as  those  with  the  wheel  on 
the  left,  especially  In  sudden  emergency 
or  on  busy  thoroughfares.  ^ 

Is  it  the  intention  of  the  army  to  go  on 
using  trucks  with  right-hand  drive  as  long 
as  they  remain  mechanically  serviceable? 
If  so  it  would  appear  to  be  a policy  that  Is 
against  public  safety  on  the  highways  and 
congested  city  streets.  The  Dominion  has 
a substantial  Investment  in  army  trucks 
left  over  from  the  war,  but  the  fact  that 
they  would  be  costly  to  replace  or  convert 
to  conventional  drive  should  not  be  allowed 
to  override  considerations  of  safety. 


Remove  the  Taint  of  Political  Favoritism 


IT  may  have  been  the  prerogative  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  Governments  of  the  past  to 
appoint  new  King's  Counsel,  but  that  Is 
no  good  reason  why  that  circumscribed 
method  of  selection  should  continue  in- 
definitely. Some  people,  indeed,  are  wont 
to  consider  this  fact  to  be  sufficient  argu- 
ment in  Itself  of  the  need  for  a change. 
Merit  as  a basis  for  promotion  has  long  been 
accepted  In  other  fields  of  endeavor,  and 
ffuch  a practice  should  scarcely  do  other 
than  commend  Itself  to  legal  circlet. 

This  Is  not  to  say  that  merit  has  had  no 
place  in  past  appointments,  but  It  is  beyond 
doubt  that  political  activity  has*  been  the 
determining  factor  In  many  K.C.  nomina- 
tions. As  matters  stand  now,  or  have 
hltherio  stood,  young  lawyers  desirous  of 
this  distinctive  accolade  must  hitch  their 
wagons  to  a partisan  political  star  lest  their 


legal  talents  be  overlooked  when  the  time 
comes  to  distribute  King's  Counsel  honors. 
The  legal  profession  would  gain  In  public 
estimation  were  this  partisan  aspect  elimi- 
nated. 

The  suggestion  that  the  two  Chief  Jus- 
tices and  a representative  bencher  of  the 
province  should  make  recommendations  for 
the  appointment  of  the  next  roster  of  K.C.’i 
is  a commendable  one.  deserving  of  adop- 
tion rather  than  rejection.  Justices  them- 
selves often  owe  their  appointments  to 
political  favor,  but  practice  has  shown 
them  to  be  scrupulously  independent  after 
their  elevation  to  Che  role  of  )udge.  In  the 
present  Instance  the  advice  of  the  bench 
would  be  a reassuring  factor  In  the  naming 
of  new  King's  Counsel,  and  would  serve  to 
remove  these  appointments  from  the  taint 
of  political  favoritism.

Madrid.— To  judge  by  the  books 
for  sale  on  the  newutands,  U»s- 
most  popular  writer  in  Spain  today  Is 
Zane  Qrey,  with  James  Oliver  Cur- 
wood  and  Peter  B.  Kyne  as  runners- 
up. 

Tbta  is  taken  as  an  indication  both 
of  the  development  of  literacy  in 
Spain  and  a growing  Amerleanlaatlon. 

Before  the  civil  war  some  M per 
cent  of  the  Spanish  people  oould  not 
read  or  write.  The  government’s  drive 
against  UUtaraey  has  reduced  this 
figure  to  about  50  per  cent.  This  has 
led  to  a'demand  for  easily-read  books 
and  the  translaUcm  into  Spanish  of 
the  more  popular  of  the  American 
wild  west  novels. 

Spain  is  coming  under  Amerlean 
influence'  in  many  other  respects. 
Clothes  In  Madrid,  especially  women’s 
dresses,  arc  of  American  cut.  Men 
have  turned  to  belta  from  suspenders. 
Spanish  ties  shout  as  loudly  as  those 
from  California.  The  movlee  In  Ma- 
drid almost  ATltboat  exception  art 
Amerlean. 

1 dropped  In  to  see  Danny  Kaye  in 
”Tbe  Secret  Ufe  of  WalUr  Mltty."  I 
found  the  Spanish  auditnee  laughing 
even  harder  than  the  one  in  Ottawa 
where  I first  saw  the  picture.  Friends 
told  me  that  the  American  brand  of 
humor— particularly  that  of  comedi- 
ans such  as  Danny  Kaye,  the  Marx 
brothers  and  Abbott  and  Costello— 
goes  down  extremely  well  with  the 
Spaniards.

The  ball  Franco  U offering  to  the 
United  States  E ih*  assurance  of 
Spanish  friendship  and  help  in  a war 
with  Ruaala.  With  the  sxeeption  of 
the  oeoaaional  individual  senator, 
there  E lltUs  support  on  the  American 
aid*  for  Franco.  Amerlean  offlelaE, 
including  those  in  the  State  Depart- 
ment, keep  InsEUng  that  the  Spanish 
regime  will  have  to  be  liberalised 
before  It  can  hope  for  an  American 
loan. 

Paul  Oulbertspn,  lh«  American 
charge  d'affaires  In  Madrid,  had  an 
aodlene*  with  Franco  not  long  ago. 
The  dictator  aeked  him  what  steps 
Spain  would  have  to  take  to  lessen 
American  hostility.  Culbertson  E re- 
ported to  have  told  him  that  neceaeary 
preliminary  action  would  have  to  in- 
clude tha  freeing  of  the  preu  and 
granting  of  an  amnesty  to  political 
prisoners. 

Franco  has  no  idea  of  taking  any 
such  action.  In  a speech  during  hE 
recent  visit  to  Portugal  h*  Indicated 
that  he  regards  hE  Spanish  govern- 
ment as  something  for  other  nations
